BULLET THROUGH 


BRAIN 


H. H. Webb, In Fit of Despondency 


Brought On by Domestic 
Trouble, 


Commits Suicide at Sparks—Inquest 
to be Held Today 
After kissing his 
little 
daughter 


good bye, H. H. Webb ended his own 
life by sending a 
38-calibre 
bullet 


through his brain. The deed was com- 
mitted in Sparks near the Ford place 
at about 7:30 o'clock: Sunday morning. 


"Webb's appalling act was caused by 


family trouble and the fact that 
he 


was short in his accounts with the 
Humphrey Supply company for which 
he was employed on the delivery wag- 
on. Webb has had much trouble with 
his wife of late and a short time ago 
she deserted him and sought employ- 
ment in a private family i nthis city. 
Webb then took his twelve-year-old 
daughter to Sparks and has been re- 
siding at the home of Mrs. Emma Ford 
since that time. He left Reno Sunday 
morning on the seven o'clock car and 
getting off at the Ford place went in 
the house. He went to his daughter's 
bedside, she being sick, and gave her 
a drink of water. 
He then told her 


that he was going away and that she 
would have to live with her mother. 
He then went to the rear of the house 
and removed his trousers sat down on 
an old trunk and then flred the shot 
which ended his earthly career. 


Mrs Ford, hearing the shot, rushed 


from the house and found Webb lying 
across the trunk with blood pouring 
from the bullet hole behind his left 
ear, dead. 


Webb left two letters, one to his 


daughters, giving an account of 
his 


trouble with hsi wife and the cause of 
it 
He spoke in it of his affection for 


them and of how he had been wrong- 
ed by his wife. 
The letter shows 


plainly that he had suicidal intents for 
some time prior to Sunday moining. 
The other letter is written to Manager 
Xichols of the Humphry Supply com- 
pany relating to his accounts with his 
employers. 


The letter and other effects found 


on the body of the deceased are now 
in the hands of Judge Pollock and will 
be intioduced as evidence at the cor- 
oner's inquest which will be held this 
afternoon in the justice 
court 
at 


Sparks. 
The remains are now in the 


hands of Fetters and Durrett. 


About two months ago Webb at- 


tempted to take the life of T. Lame, 
of the Rocky Hill Mining 
Company, 


whom he suspected of flirting with 
his wife. 
At the time he was fined 


twenty dollars, 
having 
been 
found 


guilty of disturbing the peace 


For the past two weeks Webb has 


been drinking heavily, but it is safe 
that he \%as sober at the time he com- 
mitted suicide. Webb was a man about 
forty-five years of age.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Labor Makes Impressive, Inspiring Display 
T 


HE hosts of labor gathered in Reno yester- 
day from three counties in Nevada in 'formal 


celebration of Labor Day. 
TSesides the hundreds 


who came from Ortnsby, Storey and Washoe 
counties there were representatives of the great 
union cause from all over the state. 


It was the greatest (>ut|x>tiring of union en- 


thusiasm that this state has ever witnessed and 
is an earnest of the strength which unionism i.s 
calling to its ranks and of its accomplishments in 
the near future, looking to the alleviation ot 
wrongs at the hands of organzed wealth and pre- 
datory corporations. 


It might be well at this time to enumerate 


some of the grievances of which organized labor 
complatis. 


The law commonh known as the Eight Hour 


Law has been found ineffective and insufficient 
to accomplish the purpose of ts designers and 
framers. Labor has, since 1894, urged the pas- 
sage of a law so as to remedy the defects, and for 
its extension io all work done for or on behalf 
of the government. 


Without hearing of any kind granted to those 


who are advocates of the eight hour law, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed, after congress passed an 
appropriation bill containing a "nigger in the 
wood pile" nuih tying- the eight hour law and 
principle in its application to the greatest piece 
of governmental work ever undertaken; viz, the 
Panama canal. 
Jn spite of frequent violations of 


the eight hour law which have been reported to 
the heads of the Republican administration there 
has been no relief granted and the law is largely 
uninforccd. 
'

The beneficent writ of injunction, intended 


to protect property rights has, as used in labor 
disputes, been prcvcrted so as to attack and de- 
stroy personal freedom, and in a manner to hold 
that the employer has some property rights in 
the labor of the workmen. 
Instead of obtaining 


the relief which labor has sought, it is seriously 
threatened with statutory authority for existing 
judicial usurpation. 


hi the interest of all our people, and in con- 


sonance \\ ith tbcir almost general demand, we 
have urged Congress for some tangible relief 
from the constantly growing evil of induced and 
undesirable immigration, but without result. 


Recognizing the danger of Chinese immigra- 


tion, and responsive to the demands of the peo- 
ple, Congress years ago enacted an effective 
Chinese exclusion law, yet despite the experience 
of the people of our own country, as well as those 
of other countries, the present law is flagrantly 
violated, and now, by act of Congress, it is seri- 
ously proposed to invalidate that law and reverse 
the pclie\. 


While recognizing' the necessity for the em- 


ployment of inmates of our pentl institutions, 
so that they may be self-supporting, labor has 
urged in vain the enactment of a law that shall 
safeguard it from the competition of the labor 
of convicts. 


These are pnlv a few of the things that organ- 


ized labor, through one of its great branches, 
is demanding at the hands of the national law- 
makers. 
These are some of the principles which 


even labor union man who visited Reno yester- 
day and in such numbers as to guarantee beyond 
a doubt the final accomplishment of all union's 
just demands. 


The rapid development of the union idea 


is one of the phenomena of the last comparatively 
few years. 
The oft-boasted right of a man ''to 


run his business to suit himself," was for long a 
sophistry that was acceded universally; it still 
obtains, but in rapidly diminishing circles. 
No 


man can so operate his business as to unjustly 
deal \\ith the men who are bj circumstances en- 
forced to his employment. 
Government em- 


ployees are 
being protected 
by departmental 


rulings; employers of large concerns arc being 
protected by State and municipal statutes and 
by that intagible but mighty force—public sen- 
timent. 


Whatever is to be done will be done by the 


men who gathered in Reno yesterday and by their 
brothers all over the world. 
Whatever is ac- 


complished for the. good of the masses lies em- 
bryonic in the hands of the laborer. 
That the 


members feel the responsibility is apparent to 
every thinking man: that they cannot overesti- 
mate the strength that lies in their power is also 
apparent. 
Between the exactions of unscrupu- 


lous ]>olitical wielding corporations and the in- 
justice of equalh jxtfent powers of unionism, an- 
imated by over-zealous leaders, there is small 
choice so far ;is the middle individual is con- 
cerned. 
This point is not being overlooked by 


unionism. 
It is more difficult now than formerly 


to declare a strike. Conferences with only in- 
directly interested union men are necessary, and 
authority for a strike lies usually with some one 
far removed from the immediate point of dispute. 
This is well. The boycott is being more sparely 
tu-sd, and the ranks of the union men, joined in 
a single interest, are taking care of their own, 
with more unanimity of feeling. 
To incur the 


animosity of union men is a dangerous tiling now 
to the welfare of merchant or manufacturer. 


The Journal heartily congratulates unionism 


on its superb showing in Reno yesterday. , The 
Journal commends the cause for which unionism 
stands ; this paper approves the principles and be- 
lieves in the justice of its claims as well as the 
final victory of those contentions 
for which 


unionism is striving. 
Civilization has been look- 


ing to this time since the pre-Christian era, when 
all workmen \\crc slaves, through the middle 
ages, when labor was despised, until the time 
when the French revolution and the Lutheran 
reformation made the world remember that the 
men who toil and build, and who are the real 
sinew of their times, arc entitled to a share of 
their products and a right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.
